5, Sehuracher sharrly criticized Arorican promepanda efforts in Germany, esrecially 
the Kanpfrrurre geren Unnenschlichkeit anil the "resis‘ance" outfits. 


6, Cehunacher anf Grich Ollenhauer -ere very critical also of the Allied, esnecially 
the American, attitude on co-determination ani the Schuman rian. They spoke varn 
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words for the objectives of the Marshall Plan, but stated thit the German 
and French sovernnents have squandered the funda in a manner which must be 
econsilered a fraud on the Ararican taxpayer. ‘hile social rroblems rerein 
unsolved, the number of millionaires is already vreater than in the ‘leimar 
Rerublic.*
